Intelligence agencies of the government are now beginning to produce 
individual country papers useful for planning psychological warfare 0 Over 
a period of time it is proposed to produce perhaps 50 such country studies,, 
Since the production is currently getting underway it is now desirable to 
indicate a high priority list of countries in order to concentrate available 
manpower on such work in the immediate future. 

The Joint Chiefs of Staff and the Interdepartmental Foreign Information 
Staff have previously submitted to CIA separate priority lists and the 
Psychological Intelligence Committee of the Director of Central Intelligence 
has reviewed these lists and suggests the following immediate priority list:
